JUDGMENT IN STRANGE 
WILL CASE. 


MANY TOPICS DISCUSSED

./(SEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON, 
Considered judgment was delivered in 


the matter of the estate of Willi 
Walter McGwire, deveased, sitheon 
Thomas Walter McGwire Gyles and 
Charlotte Stuart, plaintiffs, and Sir 
Joseph A. Glynn and others, defendants. 
in which the Court was asked to deter- 
mine matters arising in the will of the 
deceased nran. * 


In the course of his judgment, Mr, Justice 
Johnston said that William Walter McG wire 
died on the 2ist September, 1921, leaving 
landed w gid in County Waterford. “This 
will, which was made on October 10, 1905, 
and which now comes before me for 
tion... said the Judge, “is certain! 
extraordinary document. In length it rans to 
nearly 4, words, and scarcely one-fourth 
of it is really testamentary in character. In 
the course of this strange document the 
testator colloquially discusses dozens of every- 
day topics, from the evils of what he calla 
sectarianism to the sea-bathing near his house 
at Clonea. If I to follow the ordinary 
principle of constiluction, and endeavour to 
give eect to every word used by the testator, 
the task before me is stupendons indeed. Not 
the least extraordinary part of the matter is 
the fact that sixteen years’ calm reflection 
failed to raise the slightest glimmer of doubt 
in the testator’s mind as to the entire wisdom 
of this document. On the contrary, during 
the years from 1905 to 1921 he supplemented 
it by the execution of three codicil” ” 

: BEQUESTS. 

Mr, Justice Johnston dealt with the general 
scheme of the will, by which the testator, 
fán áon left all his real and personal property 
—with certain ekceptions—to his cousins, 
Walter Gyles and Charlotte Stuart, for their 
lives in equal moities, made provision that on 
the death of either of them, the share of that 
one should he dealt with by the trustees iu a 
particular way. Subject to those life inte- 
rests, he willed and bequeathed Clonea House, 
with the farm of 180 acres on which it stands, 
and certain lands held by judicial tenants, to 
the Irish branch of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, except in the eventuality mentioned 
in the will, as a sanatorium fox persons exclu- 
sively of Irish birth, but wholly irrespective 
of creed. This clause, said his lordship, was 
followed by a very sweeping prohibition of 
the sale, mortgaging, leasing or exchanging of 
the lands, in the hands of the Society, with a 
git over to a convent in Switzerland in the 
event of such alignation taking place. T 
clause, the purport and effect of which arose 
on the present application, came next in the 
will, and was as follows :— 

‘ Then if, with the consent of a majority o1 
the Irish people, as shown by the votes of 
their duly elected representatives in Purlia- 
ment, or stautory legislative assembly, 
whether sitting in London, Dublin, or else- 
where, a compulsory Land Purchase Act 
becomes later on applicable to Ireland, 
whereby the tenants ake intended to become 
possessed of the property of their landlords, 
with or without State assistance—in my 
opinion, a shamelessly immoral measure, and 
one, moreover, which, like most Socialistic 
steps, must eventually defeat its own object, 
as it has, in fact, already commenced to do, 
seeing that great blocks of Crown tenancies 
are alrendy being carved out which must 
eventually mature into large freeholds—then, 
and in such a case, I hereby will and devise 
that all moneys arising from such compulsory 
sales, even if they should involve the whole 
estate, shall become the absolute property of 
the Sisters of the Sacred Heart at Berne, 
Switzerland, for the sole benefit of the sick 
poor of that country and of no other.” 

INTEREST IN SWITZERLAND. 

It had been ascertained in the present pro- 
ceedings, continued his lordship, that the 
convent to which the testator refers in his 
will was not that of the Sisters of the Sacred 
Heart, but that of the Sisters of the Holy 
Cross of the Order of St. Francis at Berne. 
If the convent renounced or committed a 
breach of the condition, there was a further 
gift of this land in County Waterford to the 
Federal Government of Switzerland for the 
benefit. of the sick poor there, “ for,” as the 
testator said, ‘‘I have always loved that land 
of forests, mountains, lakes and rivers, and 
ever liked its honest. kindly atid industrious 
people.” 

It was contended on behalf of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society and of the parties 
contingently interested in the residue that 
the conditional gift over to the convent at 
Berne was invalid and ambiguous, repugnant 
to the absolute interest devised to the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, contrary to public 
policy, and an infringement of the rule 
against perpetuities. It was contended also 
that, even if the condition was to be regarded 
as valid, the eventuality that it contemplated 
had not yet taken place. His lordship -had 
studied the clause in question, including the 
ethical, moral and litical considerations 
that the testator bad introdinced. with the 
most anxious care, and he had ~ had the 
greatest difficulty in discovering the precise 
legal state of affairs that the testator had 
in his mind. ‘The phrase “compulsory land 
purchase “' was one well known in newspaper 
and popular controversy, .but he was not 
aware that it was a phrase that was known 
to the law.. Certainly none of the Acts of 
Parliament which enable land to be acquired 
for purposes relating to the welfare of the 
community, from the Lands Clauses Act, 
1845, to the Northern Ireland Act, 1925, pur- 
ported to be compulsory purchase measures, 
although the principle of compulsion was to 
be found implicit in all of them side by side 
with that of voluntary sale. ‘The same was 
true of the Irish Land Purchase Code. ‘The 
phrase ‘“‘redemption of supérior interests ” 
was simply a euphemism for the compulsory 
purchase of estates and interests other than 
those of the immediate landlord, and it 
was now @ matter of history that the com- 
pelling powers’ of the Land Commission and 
the Congested Districts Board became more 
and more extensive with each Act that 
reached the Statute Book. 


A RULE OF LAW. 

If, however, his lordship was to take it 
that what the testator was contemplating 
was an amendment of the Land Purchase 
Code as existing on September 21, 1921, when 
the will became operative by the passing of 
a measure for the expropriation of those im- 
mediate Jandlords of the occupying tenants 
of all the agricultural land in Ireland who 
had not already parted with their estates, 
whether compulsorily or voluntarily, to their 
tenants, then he must scrutinise the condition 


construc- 
a most 


very closely to see if it had been fulfilled. 


It was. hé thought, a rule of law that such 
a condition, which would have the effect 
of divesting an absolute estate in one person 
and passing it on to another person, must be 
construed with the utmost strictness. In the 
present. case the event that the testator 
contemplated was the passing of “a com- 
pulsory d Purchase Act’’ in an assembly 
“é whether sitting in. London, Dublin or else- 
where.”’. No such Act had been passed, 
and in his lordship’s opinion the passing of 
the Land Act in Dublin on August 9, 1925, 
and of the Northern Ireland Act in London 
on May 28, 1925, was not the “ eventuality ”’ 
that the testator contemplated. What the 
testator contemplated was a legislative Act 
of the Irish people” as a whole, passed 
by one legislative assembly, wherever it sat, 
an Act ‘applicable to Ireland” as a whole 
ng upon the interests of the land-

THEFT OF CATTLE FROM

COUNTY CORK MAN’S APPEAL 
AGAINST SENTENCE FAILS. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN, AND MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 

In the Court of Criminal Appeal an applica- 
tion was made by Daniel Cahalane, described 
as a small farmer, of Ballybawn, Ballydehob, 
Co. Cork, for leave to appeal from his convic- 
tion and sentence to nine months’ imprison- 
ment, with hard labour, for cattle-stealing at 
his trial before Mr. Justice O'Byrne and a 
jury in the Central Criminal Court, Green 
street, on the 5th November last. The ap- 
“ype was present in court in charge of a 

Mountjoy warder. 

Mr. James Comyn (instructed by Mr. J. H. 
Powell) appeared for Cahalane, and Mr. 
Lavery (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) for the Attorney-General, 

The grounds of the application, which, it 
was stated, had been draited by the convicted 
man himself, were :— 

(1) That the jury were misled by the evidence 
of a littl girl of 13 years of age, whose first- 
cousins were arrested for this crime; 

(2) No identification parade; 

(5) “ The men who swore on me I had never 
before seen until I saw them in court. I ha 
hobody but my father, of 80 years, and a little 
orphan of two years. My wife died giving birth 
to the child, and my helpless father and little 
child are now thrown on the world. It is cruel 
work in a Christian country.” 

Further grounds were :— 

(1) “I am innocent and am not the man who 
gave, the name Peter Sullivan at the Inchigeela 

(2) No identfication parade: 

_ (3) That Peter Sullivan was since caught renew- 
ing the same work, pleaded guilty and convicted; 
that the jury were misled, the truth having been 
concealed from their view. 

STOLEN AT NIGHT. 

It appeared that the applicant was con- 
victed of having stolen five head of cattle at 
night from a mountain where they were 
grazing with others and sold them at Inchi- 
geela fair, over thirty miles distant, next 
morning. The cattle belonged to William 
Murphy, a farmer. residing in the neighbour- 
hood, and were bought in the fair by a Kerry 
cattle-dealer named Horgan from a man who 
said his name was Peter Sullivan. 

A man of that name subsequently pleaded 
guilty to a charge of stealing cattle, and the 
suggestion was made that it was the same 
mah who stole the five cattle referred to, the 
applicant’s case being that he was at home 
during the night on which the cattle were 
stolen, and was engaged in digging potatoes 
in his ho the following morning. 

Mr. Comyn suggested that it was clearly a 
case of mistaken identity, and strongly im- 
peached the evidence of the young girl, who 
was not examined at the first trial of the ap- 
licant, his suggestion being that she might 
have been influenced by the arrest of a cousin 
in connection with the case. He submitted 
that her evidence had been unduly stressed 
by the judge at the trial; that it did not 
bear the impress of truth, and that the 
evidence on behalf of the applicant had not 
been sufficiently stressed. 

Mr. Lavery, opposing the application, said 
that the accused man had been identified by 
four witnesses at the trial, and that the judge 
was greatly impressed by the evidence of the 
‘little girl and dealt with the matter fully in 
his charge to the jury. 

The Court refused the application. 

JUDGMENT. 

The Chief Justice, delivering judgment, 
pointed out that the only question of im- 
portance in the application was as to the 
evidence of identification; and that the 
important and essential principle in connec- 
tion with identification was that it should be 
independent, and not influenced by induce- 
ment or suggestion of any kind. Referrin 
to the evidence in the case, his lordship said 
that the little girl’s evidence was not really 
impeached. She recognised the a plicant 
as a neighbour when she saw Ma in 
Inchigeela on the day of the fair, when he 
came into her aunt 's shop to buy a bicycle; 
and although she had never spoken to him 
she used to see him at Mass on Sundays 
in her own district at home. The evidence 
was entirely for the jury, and the jury had 
been carefully and fully instructed on the 
subject by the trial judge. Accordingly they 
were of opinion that, having regard to the 
evidence, and particularly the evidence given 
by the little girl, they could see no ground 
whatever for interfering with the verdict or 
penalty imposed, and that the application 
should bé refused. 

The application was accordingly refused.

REMARKABLE EVIDENCE.

JUDGMENT ON APPEALS! 
BY COMMISSIONERS.

In the King's Bench Division, London, 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Rowlatt gave Judgment 
in a number of appeals relating to super-tax 
assessments on the Earl! of Longford by the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue. 

The Attorney-General, who appeared for 
the Crown, said that there were four appeals 
which all related to a young gentleman, the 
sixth Earl of Longford, who enjoyed an in- 
come of £30,000 or £40,000 a year, and the 
questions to be determined were connected 
with his income during his minority. 

In one appeal the case had reference to the 
year 1916-17, and was against the Countess of 
Longford, she being the guardian of Lord 
Longford during his minority, and being 
assessed in respect of his super-tax income 
during that year. 

The Commissioners in that case assessed her 
in the sum which was actually applied 


Earl in that year. In a second case the 
were made upon three gentlemen—the Hon. 
G. M. Pakenham, Mr. G. F. Stewart, and 
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Mr. H. N. Walford—who were the trustees 


of one of two settlements under which the 
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DEED OF 1862. 

There, again, the trustees had only been 
assessed to th) extent of the amount which 
they actually applied for the maintenance of 
the Karl during these three years. The last 
case was one in which for the year 1920-21 
was assessed personally, 
He was assessed on his whole income, and 
not be done. By a deed of settlement of 
1862, estates in Redfordshire were settled by 
the grandmother of the Earl upon her marriage 
with the fourth Earl of Longford. The 
present Earl, on the death of his grandmother 
in 1918, became tenant in tail male of those 
estates.

Earl, father of the present Earl, the latter, 
upon the death of his father in 1915, became 
tenant in tail male of estates *‘n Ireland, and 
became entitled to the rents and profits of 
the estates.

TRUST PROPERTY. 

The Attorney-General submitted that from 
that time. the rents and profits were the 
Earl's out and out. In the 1862 settlement 
there purported to be a provision for accumu- 
lation of rents and profits, although the 
young Earl was the legal tenant in tail by 
descent from 20th January, 1918, when his 
grandmother died. 

Under that provision the trustees were to 
enter and collect the rents and profits, and use 
them as part of the trust property, and not as 
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own trust being the total income oí the infant.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


A VIEW OF NATIONAL 
GOVERNMENT, 


- 


Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., at the opening 
of a new Labour club last night in Bray, 
discussed the duties of a national Govern- 
ment and Labour 's attitude towards Capital. 

He said that it should be the business of a 
national Government to see that every child 
Should be fed, clothed and housed. They 
claimed that if anything came between the 
man willing to work and his particular work 
that thing should be removed out of the way. 
This country had inherited a bad system 
which, whatever its merits elsewhere, did not 
suit here. James Connolly had written that 
the evil and the most foreign thing in lreland 
was capitalism. Mr. Johnson went on to say 
that he believed that their policy should he 
to clip the wings of capitalism—capitaiism 
meaning that the single and sole incentive to 
industrial effort to production, distribution 
and commérce was the desire for personal 
That was the 
motive force behind capitalism, and it had 
brought to this country the evils from which 
it suffered, including unemployment; which 
was widespread. 

“FAIR PRODUCTION.” 

They should so direct their efforts that 
capitalism and the machinery of capitalism 
Should not stand im the way of fair produc- 
tion. They must remove ovt of the way 
those intricacies that capitalism involved, so 
as to get a free passage for the things that 
were grown for the table to the people who 
should consume those things, He relieved 
that if they tackled that problem honestly 
they would find that what they required in 
this country was a very much greater regard 
for the necessity for organisation. He was 
afraid that they had grown up without a 
sufficient sense of the community need. They 
must take into account the social conse- 
quences of every act of every man of them, 
and remember that they were interdependent 
creatures, not only in their acts, but in their 
thoughts. This inevitably involved something 
in the wav of organisation. 

PRODUCERS OF FOODSTUFFS. 

He thought that it should be the national 
policy, instigated by the national Govern- 
ment, that all those engaged in the produc- 
tion of foodstuffs. should be organised. 
There should be definite organisation by the 
employers’ side ac well as bv the 
workers" side. They should work for the 
elimination of unnecessary processes and of 
waste in industrial production, and, as a 
corollory and underlyin condition, the 
elimination of the waste of human life. The 
greatest waste they had in this country was 
the waste of humanity. Imagine what it 
meant when they spoke of 50,000 men idle. 
Those men ought to be put in the position of 
at least repaying the community what they 
had cost it up to the age of 21. No national 
Government which had any regard for its 
responsibility would allow that enormous 
waste to be perpetuated without taking direct 
action towards putting those idle men to 
work. 

While they necessarily considered the needs 
of the man and his family, they had a right, 
from a national point of view, to consider 
the cost to the nation caused by the fact of 
the man’s being idle. As a nation they had 
a right to call upon that man to bring in his 
ability and strength in the building up of 
the nation, and they should provide him with 
that opportunity, and they should provide 
him with work. (Applause.)

SHANNON SCHEME. 


—— 
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PROPOSED DEPUTATION TO 

MINISTRY. | 

' The Mayor of Limerick yesterday presided 
at a joint meeting of the Corporation and 
the Harbour Board, which considered a letter 
from Mr. Gordon Campbell, Secretary of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, on the 
subject of inland navigation in connection 
with the Shannon power development. 

Mr. George R. Ryan said that in the works 
enumerated by the Ministry there was no 
mention of the deepening of the Shannon 
between the tail race of the canal and Ard- 
nacrusha and Limerick, although this was 
originally contemplated by Messrs. Siemens 
and the Government experts, as being neces- 
sary for the navigation of barges of 150 tons. 
If they were now to regard that proposal as 
abandoned, then it was a deviation from the 
original scheme. The Ministry's present in- 
tention involved entirely new conditions, as 
they proposed to abandon the existing canal 
from Killaloe to Limerick, and to use the 
head race of the canal. i 

It was to that part of the Minister's pro- 
posal to.use Abbey River for navigation, in- 
stead of the Shannon, that Limerick took 
exception, as the more direct course would 
be to deepen the river as originally intended, 
thereby connecting inland waterways with 
Limerick port. “This would tend directly to 
the development of industries. He regretted 
that Limerick, which was vitally concerned, 
did not get an opportunity of expressing its 
view on a matter of such far-reaching im- 
portance to the port and city. 

The Mayor said that the proposals adum- 
brated were disappointing, as  Limerick’s 
trade development could not be expected 
under the conditions that had now arisen.

A Baltic Revolt. 


The revolution which broke “ out 
Lithuania last week seems to have been 
conducted with uncommon despatch. Its 
leader was a Major Plekhavicius, who 
seized the city of Kovno, clapped the 
members of the existing Government into 
prison, pitchforked his own friends into 
office, and then calmly released his 
captives, whom he advised to retire into 
private life. No blood was shed; not even 
a shot was fired, and passengers arriving 
at Riga from Berlin, by fhe express train 
which crosses Lithuania, declare that 
complete order is being preserved. 
promoters of the Putsch have remained 
discreetly in the background, and, so far 
as the outer world is concerned, the 
Lithuania of to-day differs hardly at all 
from that of yesterday. The official ex- 
planation of the affair was “broadcast” 
from Kovno on last Friday night during 
an interval in a lively musical programme. 
It was announced that a number of 
Lithuanian officers had discovered that the 
Communists were about to launch a revolu- 
tion in the country, and merely had de- 
cided to forestall them. The outbreak of 
last week, therefore, might be described 
as a  counter-revolution in. advance. 
Lithuania is a peasant country, with 
only a couple of millions of inhabitants. 
Its people, most of whom fought in the 
Russian Army and saw their homes laid 
waste, have little stomach for further 
military activities, and their placid 
acquiescence in the violent change of 
Government indicates that their political 
interests are of small account. Uí 

The position of this small country on 
the map of Europe, however, is of 
importance. When the Poles went to war 
with the Russians in 1920, the Soviet 
Government made a treaty with Lithuania, 
promising to respect the frontiers that

and, on his way back to Warsaw, General 
Zeligowski seized the Lithuanian capital, 
Vilna, which he promptly annexed to the 
Polish Republic. There was an i i 
outcry. The Polish Government disowned 
Zeligowski, whose action was declared to 
be ‘‘ unofficial,’”’ just as in the case of 
d’Annunzio’s seizure of Biume. Never- 
theless, he remained in Vilna, and the 
League of Nations, in 1923, decided to 
make the best of a bad job, and to 
declare Vilna to be part of Poland's 
legitimate territory. Almost at the same 
time Poland dictated a treaty to Russia 
at Rige, and annexed a big slice of the 
Ukraine, the inhabitants of which were 
White Russians almost to a man. By 
this treaty also a Polish corridor was 
run alongside the Lithuanian frontier, 
thus separating the little Republic from’ 
Russia. Lithuania never had much love 
for Poland; but the rape of Vilna raised 
anti-Polish feeling to fever heat. The 
Soviet made the most of its opportunities, 
and common hatred of the Poles drove the 
Kovno and Moscow Governments virtually 
into each other’s arms. 

Russian diplomacy is clever, and it is 
quite possible that the Kovno coup d'état, 
although avowedly a precaution against 
Bolshevism, really has been stage- 
managed by agents of the Soviet. Un- 
doubtedly, the new Government is anti- 
Polish, in which fact danger lurks. An im- 
portant Cabinet meeting was held in War- 
saw last Saturday, when the whole situa- 
tion was discussed in secret. Apparently, the 
Polish Government is anxious about the 
fate of the Polish minority in Lithuania, 
which is sufficiently large to return four 
deputies tothe Kovno Parliament, although 
the fact that there are no diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries has made 
the definition of its national status im- 
possible ; and that sinister word “ victimisa- 
tion ' is on the lips of every Pole. Despite 
huge acquisitions of territory at their 
neighbours’ expense, the Poles are not yet 
satisfied with the extent of their sway. At 
the least provocation they might attack 
Lithuania, whereupon an exceedingly grave 
There would be 
a general mélce in Eastern Europe. The 
League of Nations, already defied by 
Poland in the Vilna case, would be hope- 
less, and the conflict would be localised with 
difficulty. For the moment nobody seems 
to know what is in the mind of the persons 
who organised the Lithuanian revolution ;

Trade and the Law. 


A nation’s credit depends largely on the 
efficiency of its courts of law, and sound 
credit is the life-blood of trade. Holding 
that in some respects the Free State’s lezal 
system is out of touch with the business 
community's needs, the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce sent a deputation, 
a fortnight ago, to the Minister for 
Justice. We print to-day a concise report 
of the deputation’s requests and criticisms 
and of the Minister’s replies. In the first 
place, the traders asked that the Free 
State Government should try to bring the 
civil procedure of the Free State courts 
into reciprocity with that of the courts of 
Great Britain. Their particular plea was 
that judgments of the Circuit Court should 
rank as judgments of the Superior Court 
for the purpose of Part II. of the Ad- 
ministration of Justice Act, 1920: Mr. 
O'Higgins: replied that this request in- 
volved he 
recognised the need of reciprocity in a 
variety of matters, including — probates, 
maintenance orders and the property of 
lunatics.

He said that he was ‘‘ marking 
and was noting points which 
demanded adjustment; and that he hoped

Britain for reciprocal legislation would be 
reached within the next five or six months. 
The Minister’s assurance will be welcomed 
by the Free State’s business interests, by 
the legal profession and by the country at 
large. On the other hand, his treatment 
of the now familiar protest against delays 
in the Circuit Courts, and in the hearing 
of appeals from them, was disappointing. 
The deputation did not put the case too 
strongly when it said that the trading 
community was alarmed by the state of 
these Courts, and that the delay in the 
hearing of appeals was ‘‘ bringing the 
Courts into contempt and having a bad 
moral effect.’’ 

At present an English or Irish 
creditor for any amount up to £300 
must sue his debtor in the local Circuit 
Court, and may expect, with some con- 
fidence—however valid his claim may be— 
the annoyance and loss of a double ordeal 
of delay. The Courts sit at intervals of 
several months; and, having waited for a 
sitting, a creditor in London or Man- 
chéster mey be compelled to bring half-a- 
dozen witnesses to a country town in the 
South or West of Ireland. He might 
tolerate such expense and inconvenience— 
virtually unknown under the old system— 
for the sake of trade; but it is only when 
the creditor gets a judgment from the 
Cireuit Court that a dishonest debtor 
really begins to enjoy himself. Promptly 
he lodges an appeal, aware that it is 
worthless, but aware also that, in the 
present congestion of legal business, some 
—perhaps, many—months must pass before 
it can be heard in the High Court. 
Naturally, the English creditor, once 
bitten, will be twice shy ; already, indeed, 
credit is tightening as a result of this 
legally assisted practice of evasion. Mr. 
O'Higgins admitted that the position was 
unsatisfactory, but suggested that the 
present congestion of legal business was 
“temporary and abnormal,’’ and offered 
ho prospect of early reform.

The Planetarium. 


A proposal to erect a planetarium 
in England has been made in Parliament, 
and it is thought likely. that this ingenious 
contrivance will be seen in London in a 
measurable space of time. Writing in 
The Times, Dr. J. Jackson, of the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, describes the in- 
vention of the “planetarium” and the 
growth of its popularity in Germany. It 
consists of a dome about eighty feet in 
diameter. Several hundred people are 
accommodated under this miniature sky, 
and, as they look up, they see luminous 
images of the moon, the constellations 
and the planets moving in their paths. An 
apparatus in the centre projects the re- 
presentation of the stars and planets by 
means of series of lenses which are moved 
in such manner as to reproduce the paths 
of the heavenly bodies. Where the 
lecturers desire, names and dates can be 
thrown upon the dome. The pageant of 
the night skies thus is represented in such 
fashion that observers may study it with- 
out the intervention of clouds, with the 
additional advantage that, whereas the real 
stars move so slowly across the heavens 
that many hours must be spent in observa- 
tion—even to learn how Orion climbs from 
the East—in the planetarium the images 
move at whatever speed the demonstrator 
chooses. The passage of the Zodiac over- 
head, which occupies a year, may be de- 
picted in a few minutes. Inasmuch 
as the constellations and the planets all 
move in different planes, so that the com- 
bination of patterns which we see in the 
sky to-night we never shall behold again. 
the intricacy of the mechanism is beyond 
admiration. It was in 1913 that the idea 
was first conceived; but only in 1924 was 
the first ‘‘ planetarium ” built by the firm 
of Zeiss for the City of Munich. At eleven 
other German cities, and in Copenhagen, 
similar instruments now have been 
erected ; and at Berlin the “ planetarium’ 
is shown free to school children in the day 
time. The inventors wiil not sell their 
contrivance to individuals for money- 
making purposes, and “it appears that 
one can only come to London through 
some public body, public subscription or 
from some philaftthropic individual.”

Animal-Breeding. 


Lord Woolavington recently gave £10,000 
towards the endowment of a Chair of 
Animal-Breeding in the University of 
Edinburgh. An enlarged department of 
research in animal-breeding, under the 
joint control of the University and the 
Edinburgh and East of Scotland College 
of Agriculture, is “tontemplated. Already 
such a department has been at work, on a 
small scale, for six years, and its achieve- 
ments have attracted the attention of the 
International Education Board of New 
York, a Rockefeller foundation. A repre- 
sentative of the American body has 
reported that the department, if extended, 
will serve to train research students from 
all parts of the world and will give 
facilities for the study of special agricul- 
tural problems. The Board, therefore, has 
made an offer of £30,000 towards the Build- 
ing and equipment of the department and 
the endowment of the Chair—an. offer 
subject to the provision of a like amount 
from other sources. The Earl of Balfour, 
Chancellor of the University of Edinburgh, 
has headed an appeal for the raising of the 
necessary sum, principally in Scotland; 
and there is small doubt that it will be 
cbtained without delay. Stock-breeding in 
particular, and agriculture generally, will 
benefit largely by the undertaking. Scot- 
land, which has developed the most profit- 
able breed of cattle now in use in Europe, 
is fitted to be the seat of research on 
which, when the world’s food supplies are 
narrowing, so much depends, 


OBITUARY. 


LIEUTENANT MAURICE ANTHONY 
MAUDE, R.N. 


Lieutenant .-curce Antuony Maude, R.N., 
H.M.8. Vindictive, whose death from a shoot- 
ing accident occurred at Kowloon, China, on 
the llth inst., was a most promising young 
officer. He was born on the 15th June, 1900, 
and was educated at Bilton Grange, Rugby, 
from which he passed into the Royal Naval 
College, Osborne. On.leaving Dartmouth, 
in 1916, he joined H.M.S. Iron Duke, and 
served as midshipman under Admiral Jellicoe, 
and later under Admiral Beatty. In 1918 he 
was appointed to H.M.S. Vivacious, and 
again saw active service in the Baltic. In 
1919 he spent six months at Caius College, 
Cambridge, and in the passing out examina- 
tion obtained a first in all subjects, and 
thereby gained six months’ seniority. He 
served later in the Atlantic Fleet, and in 
1924 was transferred to the Fleet Air Arm, 
and underwent his training at Netheravon 
and Leuchars. 

Lieutenant Maude was then appointed to 
H.M.S. Vindictive, and served in the air- 
craft carrier Hermes at Malta, and thence 
went to Hong Kong. When H.M.S. Hermes 
was recalled to Malta Lieutenant Maude, 
although only twenty-six years of age, was 
appointed to the command of a “ detached 
flight,” consisting of six seaplanes, at Hong 
Kong, in which capacity he was serving, at 
the time of his death. 


MR. HUGH O'HALLORAN HILL. 

Mr. Hugh O'Halloran Hill, J.P., a former 
County Inspector of the Royal rish Constabu- 
lary, died on Saturday last at his residence. 
‘* Egremont,’’ Ballybrack. A son of the late 
Mr. Hugh Blacker Hill, of Urrin’s Fort, 
Enniscorthy, Mr. Hill: entered the Royal 
Irish Constabulary as a District Inspector in 
April, 1880. In ember, 1901, he was ap- 
pointed a Connty Inspector, and \ as stationed 
at Omagh, County Tyrone. Thence in 1906 
he was transferred to Belfast, where during 
the next three years he held the post of City 
Commissioner.

A Baltic Revolt. 


The revolution which broke out 
Lithuania last week seems to have been 
conducted with uncommon despatch. Its 
leader was a Major Plekhavicius, who 
seized the city of Kovno, clapped the 
members of the existing Government into 
prison, pitchforked his own friends into 
office, and then calmly released his 
captives, whom he advised to retire into 
private life. No blood was shed; not even 
a shot was fired, and passengers arriving 


in 


which crosses Lithuania, declare that 
complete order is being preserved. The 
promoters of the Putsch have remained 
discreetly in the background, and, so far 
as the outer world is concerned, the 
Lithuania of to-day differs hardly at all 
from that of yesterday. The official ex- 
planation of the affair was “broadcast” 
from Kovno on last Friday night during 
an interval in a lively musical programme. 
It was announced that a number of 
Lithuanian officers had discovered that the 
Communists were about to launch a revolu- 
tion in the country, and merely had de- 
cidod to forestall them. The outbreak of 
last week, therefore, might be described 
as a. counter-revolution in. advance. 
Lithuania is a peasant country, with 
only a couple of millions of inhabitants. 
Its people, most of whom fought in the 
Russian Army and saw their homes laid 
waste, have little stomach for further 
military activities; and “their placid 
acquiescence in the violent change of 
Government indicates that their rer 
interests are of small account. 

The position of this small country on 
the map of Europe, however, is of 
importance. When the Poles went to war 
with the Russians in 1920, the Soviet 
Government made a treaty with Lithuania, 
promising to respect the frontiers that 
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had been laid down by the Treaty of 
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at Riga from Berlin, by the express train | 
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apd, op bie way beck to Warsaw, General 
Zeligowski seized the Lithuanian capital, 
Vilna, which he promptly annexed to the 
Polish Republic. There was an immediate 
outcry. The Polish Government disowned 
Zeligowski, whose action was declared to 
be “ unofficial,” just as in the case of 
d’Annunzio’s seizure of Biume. Never- 
theless, he remained in Vilna, and the 
League of Nations, in 1923, decided to 
make the best of a bad job, and to 
declare Vilna to be part of Poland’s 
legitimate territory. Almost at the same 
time Poland dictated a treaty to Russia 
at Riga, and annexed a big slice of the 
Ukraine, the inhabitants of which were 
White Russians almost to a man. By 
this treaty also a Polish corridor was 
run alongside the Lithuanian frontier, 


thus separating the little Republic from’ 


Russia. Lithuania never had much love 
for Poland; but the rape of Vilna raised 
anti-Polish feeling to fever heat. The 
Soviet made the most of its opportunities, 
and common hatred of the Poles drove the 
Kovno and Moscow Governments virtually 
into each other’s arms. 

Russian diplomacy is clever, and it is 


quite possible that the Kovno coup d’état,. 


although avowedly a precaution against 
Bolshevism, really has been stage- 
managed by agents of the Soviet. Un- 
doubtedly, the new Government is anti- 
Polish, in which fact danger lurks, An im- 
portant Cabinet meeting was held in War- 
saw last Saturday, when the whole situa- 
tion was discussed in secret. Apparently, the 


Polish Government is anxious about the 


fate of the Polish minority in Lithuania, 
which is sufficiently large to return four 
deputies tothe Kovno Parliament, although 
the fact that there are no diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries has made 
the definition of its national status im- 
possible; and that sinister word “ victimisa- 
tion ” is on the lips of every Pole. Despite 
huge acquisitions of territory at their 
neighbours’ expense, the Poles are not yet 
satisfied with the extent of their sway. At 
the least provocation they might attack 
Lithuania, whereupon an exceedingly grave 
situation would arise. There would be 
a general mélce in Eastern Europe. The 
League of Nations, already defied by 
Poland in the Vilna case, would be hope- 
less, and the conflict would be localised with 
difficulty. For the moment nobody seems 
to know what is in the mind of the persons 
who organised the Lithuanian revolution ; 
but any excuse is good enough for some of 
the hot-headed young patriots in Warsaw. 
In any case, the events of the next few 
days will require to be watched closely ; 
for, although the voice of revolt is the 
voice of Kovno, the hand at work may be 
the hand of Moscow. 


Trade and the Law. 


A nation’s credit depends largely on the 
efficiency of its courts of law, and sound 
credit is the life-blood of trade. Holding 
that in some respects the Free State’s lezal 
system is out of touch with the business 
needs, the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce sent a deputation,

that a complete agreement with Great 
Britain for reciprocal legislation would be 
reached within the next five or six months. 
The Minister’s assurance will be welcomed 
by the Free State’s business interests, by 
the legal profession and by the country at 
large. On the other hand, his treatment 
of the now familiar protest against delays 
in the Circuit Courts, and in the hearing 
of appeals from them, was disappointing. 
The deputation did not put the case too 
strongly when it said that the trading 
community was alarmed by the state of 
these Courts, and that the delay in the 
hearing of appeals was ‘‘ bringing the 
Courts into contempt and having a bad 
moral effect.’’ 

At present English Irish 
creditcr for any amount up to £300 
must sue his debtor in the local Circuit 
Court, and may expect, with some con- 
fidence—however valid his claim may be— 
the annoyance and loss of a double ordeal 
of delay. The Courts sit at intervals of 
several months; and, having waited for a 
sitting, a creditor in London or Man- 
chéster may be compelled to bring half-a- 
dozen witnesses to a country town in the 
South or West of Ireland. He might 
tolerate such expense and inconvenience— 
virtually unknown under the old system— 
for the sake of trade; but it is only when 
the creditor gets a judgment from the 
Circuit Court that a dishonest debtor 
really begins to enjoy himself. Promptly 
he lodges an appeal, aware that it is 
worthless, but aware also that, in the 
present congestion of legal business, some 
—perhaps, many—months must pass before 
it can be heard in the High Court. 
Naturally, the English creditor, once 
bitten, will be twice shy ; already, indeed, 
credit is tightening as a result of this 
legally assisted practice of evasion. Mr. 
O'Higgins admitted that the position was 
unsatisfactory, but suggested that the 
present congestion of legal business was 
‘“¢emporary and abnormal,’’ and offered 
no prospect of early reform. Probably the 
scandal of unheard appeals from th> 
Circuit Courts could be abolished by the 
appointment of one special Judge of the 
High Court, who would sit in the chief 
towns at regular intervals; and we think 
that, despite Mr. Blythe’s embarrassments, 
such ah appoiniment ought to be made.

The Planetarium. 


A proposal to erect a planetarium 
in England has been made in Parliament, 
and it is thought likely that this ingenious 
contrivance will be seen in London in a 
measurable space of time. Writing in 
The Times, Dr. J. Jackson, of the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, describes the in- 
vention of the “planetarium” and the 
growth of its popularity in Germany. It 
consists of a dome about eighty feet in 
diameter. Several hundred people are 
accommodated under this miniature sky, 
and, as they look up, they see luminous 
images of the moon, the constellations 
and the planets moving in their paths. An 
apparatus in the centre projects the re- 
presentation of the stars and planets ‘by 
means of series of lenses which are moved 
in such manner as to reproduce the paths 
of the heavenly bodies. Where the 
lecturers desire, names and dates can be 
thrown upon the dome. The pageant of 
the night skies thus is represented in such 
fashion that observers may study it with- 
out the intervention of clouds, with the 
additional advantage that, whereas the real 
stars move so slowly across the heavens 
that many hours must be spent in observa- 
tion—even to learn how Orion climbs from 
the East—in the planetarium the images 
move at whatever speed the demonstrator 
chooses. The passage of the Zodiac over- 
head, which occupies a year, may be de- 
picted in a few minutes. Inasmuch 
as the constellations and the planets all 
move in different planes, so that the com- 
bination of patterns which weisee in the 
sky to-night we never shall behold again, 
the intricacy of the mechanism is beyond 
admiration. It was in 1913 that the idea 
was first conceived; but only in 1924 was 
the first “ planetarium ” built by the firm 
of Zeiss for the City of Munich. At eleven 
other German cities, and in Copenhagen, 
similar instruments now have been 
erected ; and at Berlin the “ planetarium’ 
is shown free to school children in the day 
time. The inventors wiil not sell their 
contrivance to individuals for money- 
making purposes, and “it appears that 
one can only come to London through 
some public body, public subscription or 
from some philaitthropic individual.”

Animal-Breeding. 
Lord Woolavington recently gave £10,000 


towards the endowment of a Chair of 
Animal-Breeding in the University of 
Edinburgh. An enlarged department of 
research in animal-breeding, under the 
joint control of the University and the 
Edinburgh and East of Scotland College 
of Agriculture, is*tontemplated. Already 
such a department has been at work, on a 
small scale, for six years, and its achieve- 
ments have attracted the attention of the 
International Education Board of New 
York, a Rockefeller foundation. A repre- 
sentative of the American body has 
reported that the department, if extended, 
will serve to train research students from 
all parts of the world and will give 
facilities for the study of special agricul- 
tural problems. The Board, therefore, has 
made an offer of £30,000 towards the Build- 
ing and equipment of the department and 
the endowment of the Chair—an . offer 
subject to the provision of a like amount 
from other sources. The Earl of Balfour, 
Chancellor of the University of Edinburgh, 
has headed an appeal for the raising of the 
necessary sum, principally in Scotland; 
and there is small doubt that it will: be 
cbtained without delay. Stock-breeding in 
particular, and agriculture generally, will 
benefit largely by the undertaking. Scot- 
land, which has developed the most profit- 
able breed of cattle now in use in Europe, 
is fitted to be the seat of research on 
which, when the world’s food supplies are

At dawn to-day, on the Hudson river, 
the launch Linseed King, which was 
ferrying a large party of vorkmen from 
Manhattan to Edgewater, New Jersey, 
apparently struck an ice floe and capsized, 
throwing its passengers into the river, and 
a large number were drowned. 

So far thirty-three bodies have been 
recovered. The police fear that six more 
are still missing. y 

Launches which hastened to the scene 
of the disaster rescued thirty alive, many. 
of them suffering severely from exposure. 
The launch left 96th Street jetty at 6.30 
a.m., carrying about half the usual crowd 
of workers awaiting the daily crossing. 
The cold drove most of the passengers 
into the cabin. 

The launch was carried up-stream by 
the strong tide, and, when i mid-stream, 
struck a floe and overturned. Many pas- 
sengers were able to cling to ice floes 
and débris, but twenty-seven were en- 
trapped in the cabin. :

Mrs. Robert Ingersoll, aged 55, the 
estranged wife of the Watch manufacturer, 
was found shot dead in her flat last night, 
and Mr. Wallace Probasco, aged 60, the 
son-in-law of Mr. R. G. Ingersoll, was 
seriously wounded. 

Mr. Probasco is lying in a ward of the 
Bellevue Hospital, and is under the 
technical charge of homicide, but both he 
and his wife claim that Mrs. Ingersoll 
shot him and then killed herself owing to 
jealousy because he wanted to break off 
his friendship for her, which had lasted 
for some years. | 

Mr. Probasco was shot twice in the chest 
and once through the right arm. : 

Mrs: Probasco was telephoned. by he 
wounded husband, and oy’ reaching the flat 
she found him lying on the floor beside the 
instrument: Mrs. Ingersoll’s body lay on 
a bed in another room. 
~The dead woman was clad in a pink 
dressing-gown adorned with jewels, said to 
be worth 35,000 dollars. One hand was 
clutching a revolver.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR 
PETROL. 


dibasic 
NON-INFLAMMABLE AT 
85 DEGREES. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

A report of the tests of a so-called 
“white spirit,” a petrol substitute which 
is non-inflammable at ordinary tempera- 
tures, was read by the experimenter, M 
Dumanoir, at this afternoon’s meeting of 
the Academy of Science. 

M. Dumanoir carried out his trials with 
an aeroplane, using “white spirit’’ instead 
of petrol. In the first ascent, he says, 
the machine flew for thirty minutes and 
rose to a height of over nine thousand 
feet. 

There seemed to be ample power, and 
the engine fired regularly at slow periods. 

At ground level the new spirit was in- 
ferior to ordinary petrol from the point of 
view of maximum engine revolutions, but 
at nine thousand feet it was superior to 
petrol. 

It is claimed that “white spirit” is non- 
inflammable at temperatures below 85 
degrees (Fahr.), and that it is possible 
to apply a match to it without setting it 
alight, 

The new spirit is the outcome of experi- 
ments to discover a fuel which would 
eliminate the danger attending the use 
of ordinary highly inflammable petrol. 
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MOTOR TRAIN 
COLLISION.

TEN PERSONS INJURED IN 
STAFFORDSHIRE. 


A collision involving injuries to ten 
persons occurred last night betwee a 
motor train and a passenger train at Old 
Hill Station, Staffordshire, on the Great 
Western Railway, three miles from the 
Worcestershire border. 

The 7.47 train from Birmingham to 
Kidderminster had reached the platform 
and passengers were alighting when the 
motor train, travelling on the same line, 
crashed violently into its rear, the force of 
the impact being such as to lift the last 
coach of the passenger train two feet from 
the rails. i 

This coach, which contained a fair 
number of passengers was badly damaged, 
whilst the front part of the motor train 
also suffered considerably. 

Many passengers complained of shock 
and injuries, and the officials at the 
station found it necessary to render first- 
aid treatment to ten persons, nine of whom 
were women, the other being a sailor 
returning home from Devonport on leave. 
They were all, however, able afterwards to 
be conveyed to their homes. 

Traffic was delayed while the two 
damaged coaches were shunted away. It 
appears that it is customary for the motor 
train to ‘‘ set back’’ at the rear of the 
passenger train when it reaches the 
station, and that the collision occurred

COLLEGE FIRE. 


DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT 
£5,000 TO. £10,000.

A very serious fire occurred in the 
Church of Ireland Training College, 
Kildare street, Dublin, last night, the 
damage being estimated at between £5,000 
and £10,000. How the fire originated js 
not known, but it is believed. to have been 
caused by the fusing of electric wires. 
The building in which the fire took place 
is an elaborate one, fronted with red 
brick and faced with white around the 
Windows and doorways. It is the 
men’s department of the College. The 
students in this department left for 
the Christmas holidays on last Friday 
week, and the only occupants of the 
building last night were the Matron, 
Mrs. Douglas, and two maids... During 
the day a woman was engaged in washing 
out the place, and, she having left, there 
was nothing further to occupy the atten- 
tion of the Matron. Her first intimation 
of the fire was the arrival. of the Fire 
Brigade. It appears that Corporal 
Michael Shields, a military policeman on 
duty at Government Buildings,. observed 
a flame from the buildings at about 6.45 
p-m., and telephoned to the Fire Brigade. 
Soon afterwards the Brigade arrived, in 
charge of Captain Myers. 

The building is a high one, and the Fire 
Brigade had to overcome several difficul- 
ties. The fire originated in the top storey 
of the building, at least one hundred 
yards from the water mains, and the 
woodwork underneath the roof was at once 
ignited. The hose had to be laid on the 
inside, through the windows, and, the fire 
having taken a very extensive hold, it was 
extremely difficult to cope with it. 


COLLAPSE OF ROOF. 

The roof of this section of the premises 
soon collapsed, but the Fire Brigade pre- 
vented the, flames from spreading to other 
portions of the premises. Even the 
Matron s apartments, near by, were un 
damaged, and after about an hour and a 


half’s work the fire was under control. 


The roof of the dormitory formerly occu- 
pied by nine students fell in and was 
entirely destroyed, as was also. the 
furniture; but, apart from the efiects of 
water, little further damage was done. 

The Fire Brigade worked assiduously, 
and had four lines of hose operating from 
front and rear. Inspector O'Callaghan, 
Sergeant Jackson. and members of the 
Metropolitan Division of the Civic Guard 
also gave valuable assistance. 

The Principal of the College, the Rev. 
Canon H. Kingsmill Moore, -D.D., is 
absent at present in Switzerland, and 
none of the higher. authorities of the 
College was present when the fire was dis- 
covered. The Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. 
Gregg), Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, arrived soon after the Fire 
Brigade, and remained ntil the outbreak 
was well under control. He sympathised 
with the Matron in her anxiety, and 
thanked the members of the Fire Brigade 
for their services. 

Asked by an Irish Times- representative 
if the building was insured, the Arch- 
bishop replied that he did not know with 
what company the building was insured, 
but he was quite cértain that the 
Governors, who are a business-like body of 
men, had taken every precaution against 
fire. The Rev. Canon Crozier and Pro- 
fessor Steele arrived, and were also on the 
premises during the fire, and did not leave 
until matters were quite safe. The walls 
and the greater portion of the building are 
intact, and it is expected that in a short 
time the damage will be repaired, and that 
the College will be in full working order.

PRESERVED FOODS. 
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BRITISH BAN IN FORCE 
NEXT MONTH. 


The British regulations prohibiting from 
January Ist next the sale of certain food 
stuffs preserved with specified chemical 
preparations will not, so far as can he 
learned, have any effect in the Irish Free 
State. No similar regulations have been 
planned in Dublin, and there is little 
likelihood that the Trish shops will. be 
flooded with the stuff that has been 
banned in Great Britain. 

The new regulations are made by the 
Minister for Health as a result of a de- 
bhéal committee inguiry, and the 
abolition of preservatives is a matter on 
which medical experts and food specialists 
are far from being in agreement. 

Only a certain number of tinned 
goods come under the prohibition 
at the New Year. and in these 
Irish interest is infinitesimal. The com- 
mittee, however, recommended, and the 
Health Department has accepted, the pro- 
hibition of the use of boric acid in the 
curing of bacon. From July Ist next, 
unless, as has happened so often in the 
case of those regulations, the date is 
changed, the sale of bacon so cured will be 
illegal in England and Wales. That will 
affect at once the importation of American 
bacon, much of which goes to Liverpool 
hefore it is purchased for this country. 

On inquiry at the Public Health De- 
partment of the Free State Ministry for 
Local Government yesterday. an Trish 
Times reporter was informed that 
inquiries are on foot into the extent of 
the importation to the Free State of the 
preserved foods that are to be banned in 
Great Britain. with a view to finding ou* 
what action. if. any, world be ad- 
vantageous to this country.

A sensational robbery was committed 
during Sunday night at the Diskonto 
Bank, one of the biggest banks here. The 
robbers had leased a house on the side of 
the street opposite to the bank, and had 
gained access to the bank by digging a 
tunnel underneath the road. 

It is estimated that it must have taken 
them at least three weeks to complete the 
tunnel. They dug their way up into the 
safe deposit department, where they ran- 
sacked most of the safes, containing 
jewellery and documents. 

No complete estimate has yet been made 
of the amount stolen, but it is believed 
to exceed £100,000. 

This morning, when the clerks arrived 
for duty, they were unable to open the 
door of the safe deposit department, as it 
had been tampered with, and it was not 
until late this afternoon that they managed 
to get into the room. | 

It was then that the discovery of the 
secret tunnel was made.

In a leading article The Times says :— 
The memorandum issued by the F aculty of 
Political Science of Columbid University 
and the preliminary statement by Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler, which 
accompanied it, will have been read with 
general interest. | 

The forty signatories, who are “no 
closet philosophers,’’ propose the’ convoca- 
tion of an international conference ‘‘.to 
review the entire problem of debt pay- 
ments and make proposals for readjust- 
ment.’’ It is not usual in these old-world 
countries for academic bodies to také the 
initiative in questions of international 
affairs, which most of us regard as more 
properly the province of Governments and 
of Parliaments—a view which, perhaps, a 
good many Americans may share. But 
the authors of the memorandum feel no 
hesitation as to their competence or their 
opinions. 

The real value of the memorandum lies 
in the evidence it affords that a section 
of educated opinion in the Eastern States 
accepts views and arguments which have 
been continuously pressed upon America 
by her European creditors. Many in- 
structed Americans have long felt the 
weight of these arguments and of others— 
particularly of the overwhelming financial 
argument—which the memorandum passes 
over, and have publicly expressed their 
sense of them; but this is, perhaps, the 
most striking profession of their belief 
which has yet appeared in a collective 
form. 

The Faculty of Columbia University, 
adds The Times, have done history a 
service by placing upon record the moral 
judgments of the American intelligentsia 
upon the debt question, and by showing 
how nearly these approach the views 
commonly held in Europe. Reinforced, as 
they assuredly will be, by the steady and 
the growing pressure of economic factors 
from which there is no escape, these vieWs 
may gradually permeate the masses and 
the politicians. But the process must be 


slow, while for the present it is to be 


feared that this interesting excursion of 
the Faculty into the domain of high 
politics may be misinterpreted and mis- 
used to support conflicting Continental 
policies.

WHAT THE UNIONS GET. 

The domestic servants in foreign employ 
are about to present a demand for heavy 
increases of pay. They are also stipu- 
lating that they shall not be dismissed 
without the consent of the union and the 
right of the union to supply new seryints 
and inspect employers’ premises, all in- 
volving ridiculous interference with pri- 
vate affairs. 

No allowance is made for the fact that 
many employers pay ample wages and are 
on the best terms with their servants. 

In all the arrangements resulting from 
the pressure of che unions the workers 
concerned state that the whole of the first 
month’s increase of wages has to be 
handed over to the unions, as well as one 
day's pay a month thereafter. 


ROSE DIAMOND 
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RECOVERED BY FRENCH

The Matin reports that two of the burglars 
who, on the night of October llth, broke 
into the Chateau de Chantilly and carried 
off many historical jewels, including the 
famous rose diamond known as the Grand 
Conde, a large pear-shaped stone set as a 
tie-pin surrounded by pearls, have been 
arrested. Two other persons who acted as 
receivers of the stolen treasures have also 
been taken into custody.

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| JUDGMENTS OF 


THE COURTS. — 
AGREEMENT WITH 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


FREE STATE MINISTER'S 
PLAN... 


- 


Within the next five ór six months the 
Irish Free State Government hopes to 
make an arrangement with the British 
Government for. reciprocal legislation re- 
lating to the enforcements of judgments 
and other matters arising out of civil pro- 
ceedings in the Courts of Justice. 

This fact was revealed to a deputation 
from the Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce of the Irish Free State which waited 
upon Mr. Kevin O’Higgins on December 
6th. The deputation’s report was sub- 
mitted to the Executive Council of the 
Association last Friday, and was adopted. 


THE REPORT. 

The deputation consisted of Messrs. 
J. C. M. Eason, B.A. ; G. N. Jacob, J. C. 
Foley, F.A.A., and John Good, T.D. Re- 
garding reciprocity in civil proceedings, its 
report stated :— 

A statement was read to the Minister 
requesting the Government of the Iris" 
Free State to enact the reciprocal legisla- 
tion necessary to enable Part 2 of the 
Administration of Justice Act, 1920, to be 
extended to the Irish Free State, and to 
take steps to secure that a judgment of 
a Circuit Court should rank as a judgment 
of a Superior Court for the purpose of 
Part 2 of the Administration of Justice 
Act, 1920, 

The Minister said that, as the Irish Free 
State was portion of the United Kingdom 
when the Administration of Justice Act, 
1920, was passed, it was not at all certain 
that the Irish Free State was now in a 
similar position to the Dominions. 

The Circuit Court was not a Superior 
Court, and special legislation would be 
necessary in Great Britain to enable 
Circuit Court judgments to be. enforced 
there. 

Owing to the geographical position the 
Irish Free State Government were satisfied 
that there was need of a comprehensive 
agreement with Great Britain embracing 
not only High Court judgments and 
Circuit Court judgments, but many other 
things, such as: 

(a) Enforcement of probates and letters 

of administration ; 

(b) Maintenance orders ; 

(c) Property of lunatics ; 

(d) Money lodged in court for workmen’s 

compensation, 

He was, therefore, marking time, and 
noting all these points as they cropped. up, 
and within, say, the next. five months 
hoped to come to a comprehensive agree- 
ment with Great Britain for reciprocal 
legislation to cover all these matters. 
| he deputation considered. that the 
Minister's statement was satisfactory, and 
stated that they would not press for piece- 
meal legislation. 


DEBT COLLECTION. 


On the question. of debt collection~the 
| deputation handed to the Minister a state- 
| ment comparing the Sheriff’s fees for the 
years 1914 and 1926, and suggested that 
the.power of indemnifying the Sheriff and 
employing a special hailiff should be 
restored. | 

The Minister stated that the cost of 
debt collection had greatly increased_since 
1914, and that the service had recently 
been enormously improved, for which some- 
one had to pay. After all, it was the 
| contumacious debtor who paid. He was 
not prepared without notice to discuss the 
| ficures in detail, but would, if desired, fix 
| a date for such a discussion in the future. 


PEACE COMMISSIONERS’ POWERS. 


The deputation requested the Minister 
to amend Section 88 of the Courts of 
Justice Act, 1924, to give Peace Com- 
‘missioners the power to swear default 
| affidavits and affidavits for use in the 
| District and Cireuit Courts. 
| The Minister stated that the swearing of 
i affidavits should really be done by the 
| Court itself, but for convenience was 
| delegated to the Court’s nominees, who 
| must be fairly skilled persons. To amend 
ithe Act as requested would increase the 
Í burden on Peace Commissioners without 
| remuneration, and it would not be long 
imposed before there would be a demand 
| for payment which it would be hard to 
resist. He would not promise that Peace 
Commissioners’ powers would be extended 


in any way. 

The Minister was requested to secure 
adequate publicity for the decrees and 
judgments of the District Courts and 
promise .to make a note of the matter. 


THE LAW’S DELAYS. 

The deputation stated that the business 
community were becoming alarmed at the 
state of the Circuit Courts and the delay 
in the hearing of appeals, which was 
bringing the Courts into contempt and was 
having a bad moral effect. 

The Minister agreed that the position 
was unsatisfactory. It was partly due, he 
said, to the fact that two Judges had 
fallen ill at the same time. As regards 
the Circuit Courts, he was making use of 
the power which he had until October next 
of appointing temporary Assistant Judges. 
He had not the power to appoint a 
temporary High Court Judge. It must 
be remembered that where there was delay 
there were bogus appeals put in for the 
sake of the delay.

Thomas Robinson reviewed the commercial 
progress of the Free State during the past

| He spoke of increased co-operation, con- 
aa eee throughout the country, 
and said What one of our most valuable 
assets was good-fellowship. 

The Free State Government's tariff 
policy he described as an experiment, and 
he expressed the hope that the Tariff Com- 
mission would’ be able to recommend 
changes in direeticns where the tariff’ im- 
ports had merely penalised the Free State 
people. 

One of his strongest points was a plea 
for a substantial reduction of the income 
tax. Nobody would’ agree that an income 
tax of 4s. in the pound was reasonable for 
a country which, like the Free State, had 
virtually no national debt. 

Mr. J. H. Sheehan, the new Chairman, | 
reminded the Irish people that they had 
an enormous market for agriculture at 
their own doors, and with proper organisa- 
tion there was no reason why they should 
not be able to control the whole of the 
supplies for their neighbours across the 
Channel,

POSITION REVIEWED. 

He said that last year he was able to say 
that they were very satisfied with the con- 
ditions then existing, and hoped that there 
would be an improvement and a reawakening 
which would tend to make their work more 
pleasant and profitable. He was now con- 
vinced that there was more co-operation than 
there had been in the country for a long 
time; there was more confidence in the 
affairs of the country; there was less 
suspicion and less pessimism. (Hear, hear.) 
Those who were pessimists could not be 
blamed, because they were passing..through 
a very difficult time, and he believed that 
this hopefulness was entirely the result of 
increased co-operation and confidence in the 
country. There had developed a great. deal 
more good fellowship everywhere—(hear, 
hear)—and he had always leoked upon good 
fellowship as one of the most valuable assets 
in the country. He could not conceive any- 
thing more useful. 


EFFECT OF TARIFFS. 


Last year he said that the members of the 
Government were doing their very best to 
develop the country on proper lines, but the 
i oí import duties that they had 
thought it nécessary to impose was un- 
doubtedly of an experimental character, 
largely based on theory. The value of a 
tariff was not so much to bolster up an in- 
dustry of a non-essential character as to lend 
legitimate protection to an industry worthy 
of development at the national cost. (Hear, 
hear.) Unfortunately, a great many of the 
tariffs that had been imposed were imposed 
solely at the cost of the people. They had 
to pay for them; but he had some hope that, 
having tried the experiment—and the Go- 
vernment were entitled to try it—they would 
begin to differentiate between these imposts 
that cost more to the people than they pro- 
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duced in benefit, and that they would carry 
out a more discriminating policy in the 
future. -(Hear, hear.) 

When speaking last year about the 
probable settlement of the Boundary ques- 
tion, it was known that they were then liable 
to a contribution—placed at a very large 
figure by some politicians—some said be- 
tween 16 and 18 millions. Mr. de Valera 
putting it at 19 millions. The whole of that 
sum had.now been dissolved by agreement 
with the British Government, by a payment 
of £250,000 a year for a term of years. He 
mentioned that because it was one of the 
causes—the great cause—which induced 
the Minister for Finance to adopt the policy 
of making them pay out of revenue for 
charges that should be put to capital. With 
that impost hanging over him he could not 
do otherwise; but now that that had gone, 
and that the country had no national debt of 
any size, it was possible for the Finance 
Minister to reconsider his policy with regard 
to the people of this country. 


THE INCOME TAX. 

No one would agree that an income tax of 
4s. in the £ was a reasonable tax for a 
country without a national debt, and it was 
quite possible that they would find themselves 
next year with a substantial reduction in the 
income tax. (Hear, hear.) As business men 
they would agree with the fact that a high 
income tax led to the death of industries in 
the country. Men would not invest large 
sums of money with income tax at such a 
figure. 

A Member—They do it in England. 

The President said that in the Free State 
they could not produce in twelve months 
certain things that the people wanted, while 
in England they had mass, production, and 
were thus able to beat them in the production 
of certain articles. They had heard the cry 
to save certain industries in the Free State, 
but they found that, with changing condi- 
tions, there was no demand for some of these 
industries. e 

The experience that the Government pene 
during the last couple of years would play an 
important part, and he was in great hopes 
that the Tariff Commission would have 
tendered to it evidence to enable it to make 
certain recommendations to the Government 
with reference to future imposts. They had 
complained in the past of the difficulty of 
clearing goods in this country, and he was 
now bound to say that, so far as the great 
carrying companies were concerned, they had 
most earnestly undertaken the task and 
afforded the traders all facilities. 

The Association, he said, had had a wonder- 
fully successful year, and not only had it 
been a year of extension, but a year of con-

THE NEW CHAIRMAN.

If the 
authorities are seriously putting forward a 
claim that interest paid on foot of such 
advances is not to count for the purpose of 
assessing income tax, there will be a serious 
slump in bill stamps. : 

lL am quite clear in my own mind that the 
authorities, when they drew up and issued 
the printed form, intended it to a ply to all 
moneys paid to the bank for advances or 
other accommodation, and that the secretary 
to this bank had no right whatever to alter 
the form which I sent to the branch bank. 
This is a matter that should be settled by an 
authoritative pronouncement, and not on the 
ipse duit of an official, whether in the service 
of the Government or of a bank.—Yours, 
etc., VIATOR.”

“HH you want a reliable judgment on á 
national system of education, consult not the 
garrulons amateurs who write to the papers, 
but responsible men who are engaged in the 
work of education in gredt colleges like this 
of our own, men who know what they are 
talking about from years of hard work and 
experience, and I think they will tell you 
what 1 heartily believe myself, that our pre- 
sent system of secondary education is second 
to none in Europe, or anywhere else, and 's 
an infinite credit to our enlightened Govern- 
ment that formulated it.

A GAEL’S VIEW. 


OBJECTIONS TO MODERN 
LANGUAGES. 

A strong protest against addresses 
delivered at the annual distribution of 
prizes to pupils of Tate School, Wexford, on 
the question of compulsory Irish, which were 
published in last Saturday’s /rish Times, was 
made at a meeting of the local branch of the 
vaelic League on Sunday. 

Mr. T. D. Sinnott stated that the Head- 
master and one of the managers of the Tate 
School used the occasion of the distribution 
of prizes to complain of the attitude of the 
Government in making Irish an essential 
eubject in the schools, It was stated that 
only four pupils from Protestant schools had 
passed the Intermediate Examinations in 
Irish. That was the best possible argument 
in favour of compulsory Inieh. If Irish had 
been taught in the Protestant schools with 
‘“‘as fair a chance as any other subjects, 
the percentage of passes would certainly be 
very different. 

Regarding the assertion that Irish was 
gradually crushing out valuable languages 
like French and German, he’ said that, if 
that were true, if would be a cause of joy to 
the Gaels of Ireland and a tribute to the 
Gaelic efficiency of the Minister of Education. 
The culture most often derived through the 
medium of modern language studies was an 
intimate acquaintance with filthy Parisian 
productions, divorce court Regge neory 8, 
questionable novels, all of which bred the 
creature of the ‘‘ Oxford bags“ and signs of 
the effete civilisation to which modern 
nations were rushing. Without the bulwark 
of the Gaelic language Ireland would be 
swept by a wave of the so-called civilisation, 
and the English language would be the hall- 
marla of our modernity.
